New York. April 7.—The bomb thrown 
by Rllverstein in Union.Square park, a 
week ago last Saturday, following the 
dispersal by the police of a crowd of 
New York’s unemployed,“was roade out 
of a brass top of a bedstead. This 
statement was made by Sllverstein to 
an attendant at the hospital where the 
bomb thrower lies hovering between 
life and death, and is the first Infor¬ 
mation from Sllverstein since he com¬ 
mitted bis desperate act. 

**I made the bomb from the top of a 
bedstead." Sllverstein is reported to 
have said. "It was a round brass ball 
and hollow. I bought & quarter of a 
pound of nails, broke them in half and 
put thetfi in the ball. I put nttro^gtycer' 
lnce on top of them and on top of the 
nltrd-glycerlne 1 put some gunpowder. 
"When I got to the park I saw a police¬ 
man who had beaten me. I^put a fuse 
In the bomb and walked over to the 
fountain. I had a lighted cigarette in 
my hand and I tried to touch off the 
fuse, but In my excitement I put the 
cigarette In the wrong hole, causing 
the ex plosion.- - -•--• - -

NEW SETTLERS BURNED OUT.

Che 
miners and operators present at *he In¬ 
formal conference between the miners of 
the whole central field and the operators 
of Ohio. Indiana and Western Pennsyl¬ 
vania were almost unanimously In favor 
of holding a general convention for the 
purpose of renewing contracts. 

A committee composed of ten miners 
and operators was appointed to report to 
the conference this morning when the 
session convened. The real work of this 
committee, however, is to agree on a date 
for the general resumption of business In 
the central competitive field* pending an 
inter-state settlement. This date will 
probably be next Monday.

HEIR TO $60,000,000 WANTED. 


An extraordinary woman with ten 
different., person ilitles, whom Dr. A. 
Wilson. London, had under his care us 
a patient for about ten yearn, drew , 
the doctor to the study of the psycho¬ 
logy of crime, upon which he is about 
to publish a book. 

This young woman was at one time 
blind, and yet able to draw by touch; 
at another ho hopelessly imbecile that 
■Wr- T f wm i ge B a rtow a famous London 
physician advised her removal to an 
asylum; and a few days afterwards 
she was just a romping child. Each of 
these ten personalities was quite un¬ 
conscious of the other. 

Dr. Wllfon's theory is that 'the ego 
is not a single pe r sona li ty but ts com¬ 
plex and made up of several personali¬ 
ties. And therefore, as he says, we 
never know whether we are ourselves. 

After visiting many prisons and see¬ 
ing the prisoners, he asked himself 
whether, it was not possible that they 
>meo e prisoners because they were the 
victims of circumstances beyond their 
control. And with a view to prosecu¬ 
ting this study, he went td the Salva- 
Jlon Ann/. ’There.the authorities put at. 
his disposal an ’unlimited number of 
discharged prisoners. He examined a 
great many, and he came to the con¬ 
clusion that they were not as a rule 
dissociated personalities. 

There was one man, a murderer who 
had spent twenty years in prison. He 
was quite sane, bur directly he took 
alcohol he became another personali¬ 
ty. When he was drunk he would com¬ 
mit crimes of great violence, and whets 
he "came to" he was ignorant of what 
he had’ done. After hf committed the 
murder he knew nothing about It until 
he had *wn some months in prison, 
when the whole story unfolded Itself 
before him.

Hereafter the council 
will expect that all recommendations 
of the parks board for the undertaking 
of boulevard work will come before 
the council, and will then be referred 
to the city engineer, and from 'then, on 
will go through the council the same 
as other local improvement work.

The Victoria city council will extend, 
through the usual channels, an invitation 
to the American battleship fleet to visit 
this port on It* forthcoming call at the 
Sound. If possible about Victoria Day, 
May 24th, the big holiday event of the 
year. The matter was brought to the at¬ 
tention of the council at Its meeting last 
evening by Aid. Hall, and a resolution 
asking the Mayor to take the necessary 
steps In coane^kst with the matter was 
carried unanimously. 

Mayor Hail, while the subject was up, 
announced that he bad taken the mattet 
up a month ago, but had been assured by 
Consul Smith that it would Jiot be pos¬ 
sible for the fleet to be here on May 24th, 
but It would call later. 

In Introducing the subject. Aid. Hall 
said. In view of the fact that the United 
States battleship fleet would be In near¬ 
bywvrters about the ttme-of-Victoria Dey; 
he thought that It would be a good thing 
to Invite them to visit Victoria to take 
part in the city's annual celebration. 
Vancouver had already taken Milan In 
the matter of the fleet visiting that city, 
and had presented an Invitation through 
the Premier of the Dominion. Thla was 
a slick thing of the Vancouver council to 
attempt to secure the honor of entertain¬ 
ing the fleet while the Dominion govern¬ 
ment paid the piper. The city should 
memorialize the Dominion government to 
ask the proper American authorities to 
allow the fleet to visit this clty^io i glf y 
parr tn the vcelebratlon here ot the Em¬ 
pire’s great holiday. Victorians, as wall 
os Canadians as a whole, had always 
showed a willingness to Join In any cele¬ 
bration of the people on the other side of 
the line, and he thought that the Ameri¬ 
can officials would be only too willing to 
have their fleet to participate In the cele¬ 
bration here next month. 

Mayor Hall explained that he had taken 
the matter up with Consul Smith about a 
month ago. and had l*»nn told that It 
would not be possible for the fleet to ar¬ 
rive here by that date. The provincial 
government, he knew, however, had taken 
the matter up and had already Invited the

When this report wa* presented Aid. 
Henderson explained that this had been 
referred to the city engineer py the 
parks board, but there was no resolu¬ 
tion of the council In connection with 
the matter. He thought that to make 
it absolutely legal It should go through 
the council In the usupl way. the same 
as other local Improvement works, 
otherwise the work wduld be done con-, 
trary to.the provisions of the local Im¬ 
provement by-law.
